This list cancels previous quotations. Prices are net for quantities 
named, except that 5, 50 and 250 will be supplied at the ten, hundred and 
thousand rates respectively. Where long lists of fewer than five of a kind 
are required a mcderate additional charge will be made for packing. The 
same will apply on orders of less than $2.00 and on plants sent by “Sample 
Post” to foreign countries. In all other cases, except as above, packing and 
boxes are included in the price. 


Always state with the order full information in regard to manner and 
time of shipment. Plants cf a very perishable nature must be forwarded by 
express or mail except at the sole risk of consignee. It is sometimes advisa- 
ble therefcre to send a few items of an order by mail or express and the 
bulky portion by freight in order to save expense in transportation. 


Acecunts are due upon delivery except by previous arrangement. Or- 
ders from parties unknown to us should be accompanied by cash or first class 
references.

HARDY MOUNTAIN CACTI 


All the kinds we offer are very hardy and will stand the winters of 
New York, Massachusetts, etc., outside without protection. They have been 
used extensively by parks and estates with complete success. They can be 
utilized in many ways and are especially adapted to bleak exposed positions 
where the soil is very sandy, stony or otherwise unpromising. Yucca glauca, 
Malvastrum, Rhus trilobata, etc.. are also recommended for similar positions.

It 
is the hardiest Yucca, will thrive in any reasonable 
position excepting where it is very wet. It may be 
used with our hardy Mountain Cacti fcr variety and 
is equally suitable for massing or for single speci- 
mens in the hardy border or elsewhere. The foliage 
is very, stiff and straight, silver edged. The large 
white or tinted flowers gracefully drooping from the 
tall simple stems complete a picture not easily fcr- 
gotten. We cffer very strong, single crown collected
